CONSTITUTION 
Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  "The  Johnston  Baptist 
Association. 

Article  2.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  promotion 
of  Christ's  Kingdom  among  men,  namely  i  Home  Missions,  Foreign 
Missions,  Shaw  University.  The  means1  of  accomplishing  this  shall 
be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  New  Testament. 

Article  3.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  cho- 
en  by  the  churches  connecter  with  it,  each  church  being  entitled  to 
two  or  more  delegates.  Ministers  who  are  members  of  Missionary 
Baptist  Churches  in  good  standing  may  become  annual  members  by 
paying  $1.00  at  any  annual  meeting;  provided  ministers  who  aid- 
ed in  the  organization  of  this  Association  shall  be  considered  mem- 
bers so  long'  as  they  remain  in  good  standing  in  any  Missionary 
Baptist  Church. 

Article  4*.  The  delegates  from  each  church  shall  bear  a  letter 
certifying  their  appointment,  giving  account  of  the  condition  of 
the  church  and  statement  of  all  funds  contributed  for  benevolent 
purposes  during  the  term. 

Article  5.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator, 
Assistant  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian  and 
Director  of  Religious  Education,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  there  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  Association  an  Executive  Board,  provided  that  the  Modera- 
tor and  the  Clerk  be  ex-officio  members. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  dur- 
ing the  deliberation  of  the  body,  to  enforce  an  observance  of  the 
Constitution,  preserve  decorum,  appoint  committees,  decide  all 
questions  of  order  giving  his  opinion  concerning  any  question  under 
discussion  after  others  have  spoken  or  when  called  upon  to  give  the 
casting  vote  in  case  of  tie. 
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Article  7.  It , shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  record  proceed- 
ings of  each  session,  and  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution 
of  the  Minutes  among  the  churches. 

Article  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
funds  sent  up  by  the  churches  or  collected  during  these  sessions  of 
this  body,  and  to  disburse  the  same  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  collected.  He  shall  not  pay  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  ex- 
cept it  be  signed  by  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  of  the  Association. 

Article  9  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  this 
body  shall  present  its  petition  at,  an  annual  session  of  the  Associ- 
ation through  delegates  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  if  the 
Association  shall  consent  to  receive,  the  Moderator  shall  extend  to 
the  delegates  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

Article  10.  The.  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with 
any  church  or  churches  that  neglects  to  preserve  good  order. 

Article  11.  The  Association  may  invite  visiting  brethern  to 
seats  and  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  save  that  of  voting. 

Article  12.  The  annual  session  of  this  body  shall  convene  on 
Friday,  10  a.  m.,  before  the  third  Sunday  in  October  of  each  year 
and  at  such  place  as  this  body  may  elect,  and  close  on  Sunday  after- 
noon. 

Article  13.  The  ministers  composing  the  Association  shall  hold 
three  ministerial  meetings  a  year  in  places  as  the  brethren  may  des- 
ignate. 

Article  14.  We  will  receive  no  ministers  into  the  Association  but 
those  who  have  good  moral  character.  Each  ordained  minister  $1.00; 
licensed  minister,  50c;  deacon,  25c,  and  lay  member  15c  annual  fee. 

Article  15.  By  appointment  of  this  Association  there  shall 
be  preached  during  each  annual  session  an  introductory,  educa- 
tional, doctrinal  and  missionary  sermon. 

Article  17.  This  constitution  may  be  lammended  at  any  annual 
session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  SEMI-ANNUAL  SESSION 

Smithfield,  N.  C. 
May  29,  1938 

This  organization  opened  its  Semi-annual  session  at  10:45  a. 
m.  with  Moderator  J.  W.  Jones  presiding.  The  devotions  were  led 
by  Revs.  P.  A.  McCoy  and  E .  D.  Pretty .  "Amazing  Grace"  was 
led  by  Rev.  Pretty.  Rev.  McCoy  read  the  23rd  Psalm.  We  joined 
Pro.  Walton  Gails  in  prayer. 

Moderator  Jones  made  suitable  remarks  expressing  hopes  for 
cooperation,  exchange  of  ideas,  etc.  Program  was  approved  for  the 
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session.  Matter  of  minutes  of  the  association  coming  from  press 
was  called  to  attention.

Mitchiner;  Fayetteville  St.,  Rev.  J.  W.  Jones;  New  Hill,  Rev.  P. 
A.  McCoy;  Excelsior,  Deacon  W.  A.  Mitchiner;  St.  Amanda,  Rev. 
H.  E.  Clark;  New  Bethel,  Rev.  H.  E.  Clark;  First  Baptist,  Wil- 
son Mills,  Rev.  C.  H.  Heath;  Strickland  Grove,  Rev.  C.  H. 
Heath;  Good  Samaritan,  Rev.  C.  H.  Heath. 

The  following  named  were  appointed  to  constitute  the  Finance 
Committee — Deacons  G.  H.  Smith,  A.  F.  Sanders  and  C.  H. 
Sanders.  In  absence  of  Deacon  Percy  Nichols  Rev.  E.  D.  Pretty 
led  the  discussion — "How  and  Why  Should  Church  Members 
Support  the  Church".  He  gave  an  interesting  talk  on  the  following 
that  members  should  support:  (1)  By  punctual  and  regular  atten- 
dance upon  church  worship  and  other  activities,  (2)  Give  practical 
co-operation  with  church  plans,  (3)  Contribute  financially  to  the 
church  as  blessed  by  the  Lord,  (4)  Church  is  a  family  of  godly 
believers  and  rightly  plans  upon  its  members  for  all  aspects  of 
support.  Others  that  spoke  along  the  same  line  were  Bros .  J .  A . 
Byrd  and  W.  A.  Hill,  Revs.  C,  H.  Heath  and  A.  B.  Johnson.

The  lesson  review  was  made  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Todd.  Supt. 
Lewis  made  fitting  closing  remarks. 

At  11:15  with  Rev.  H.  R.  Holt  presiding  the  regular  morning 
worship  began.

Deacon  A.  F.  Sanders  gave  us  to  understand  that  Galilee  is  still 
in  front  ranks;  First  Baptist  of  Smithfield  has  a  good  pastor  and 
is  following  his  leadership  to  enlarged  success  by  Deacon  Willis 
Sanders;  Rev.  P.  A.  McCoy  told  us  the  $25.00  donation  by  the 
association  to  the  New  Hill  Church  was  well  spent  and  the  church 
has  made  material  and    spiritual  progress;  Brother    Nichols  said

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MODERATOR'S  ANNUAL  MESSAGE 

SUBJECT:  The  Christian  Battle  In  This  Life 
This  is  a  body  of  men  and  women  who  are  delegates  of  John- 
ston Baptist  Association.  Some  of  the  people  of  God  who  for  a 
number  of  years  have  yoked  themselves  together  to  pull  down  the 
strong  hold  of  Satan's*  Kingdom  and  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ . 

We,  as  the  Christians  who  are  battling  for  the  Lord,  should 
take  God's  Word  as  our  guide.  In  Matt.  11:29,  Jesus  said  to  those 
who  were  laboring  under  the  Roman  yoke  or  Government:  "Take 
my  yoke  upon  you  and  learn  of  me,  for  1  am  m<^k  and  lowly  in 
heart  and  ye  shall  find  rest  for  your  soul." 

We,  as  a  body,  are  fighting  a  great  battle  of  this  age.  We  can 
read  of  the  great  wars  and  we  don't  know  when  our  sons  shall  be 
called  out  to  shoulder  the  great  task  that  may  confront  our  gov- 
ernment. 

xVly  brethren,  when  we  think  of  the  cruelties  heaped  upon  Jo- 
seph in  the  land  of  Egypt  and  the  hardships  Daniel  encountered 
on  his  way  from  common  citizenship  by  way  of  the  lion's  de»i  to 
throne  of  a  king. 

We  are  apt,  my  brethren,  to  underestimate  the  skill  and  force 
of  the  age.  But  I  wish  to  remind  you  that  the  enemies  of  the  cross 
and  of  Jesus  Christ  were  never  so  close  as  now. 

I  wish  I  knew  as  a  truth  that  all  Christian  Believers  were 
yoked  together  with  that  determination  to  fight  every  enemy  that 
has  risen  up  against  the  cause  of  Christ. 

I  am  expecting  some  day  to  hear  the  call  from  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Through  his  agents  on  earth  that  all  Believers  in  Calvary,  the 
Manager  and  the  Tomb  shall  be  asked  to  participate.  And  at  this 
call  every  Christian  of  every  creed  and  of  every  denomination  to 
unite  and  with  siege  of  guns  and  work,  prayer  and  song,  shoot 
down  every  saloon  under  the  sun  and  lay  ruin  to  every  house  of 
dissipation. 

Dear  Brethren  and  sisters  let  me  implore  you  in  the.  name  of 
God  the  Father  of  the  universe  to  yoke  yourselves  together  for  the 
capture  of  the  universe. 

I  implore  you,  dear  friends,  to  put  on  the  yoke  of  Faith.  Next, 
I  implore  all  who  have  faith  in  God  to  join  the  church.  A  christian 
in  the  world  without  church  membership  reminds  me  of  lost  meteor 
or  a  ship  in  mid  ocean  with  a  full  view,  plenty  of  steam  and  a  full 
cargo,  but  bound  for  nowhere.  Can  you  contemplate  this  pitiful 
sight  ? 

Some  people  love  the  church  as  long  as  they  like  the  preacher. 
But,  when  they  and  the  preacher  fall  out,  they  take  off  the  yoke. 
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Dear  brethren  we  misundrstand  this  critical  age.  Let  us  consecrate 
our  lives  more  fully  to  God  that  we  may  use  the  sword  of  the  spirit 
Stay  on  our  knees  in  our  closets  in  pra}er  to  God.  Study  God's 
word  that  we  may  cry  aloud  against  sin. 

I  feel  that  there  are  too  much  divisions  among  the  ministry; 
more  especially  when  it  comes  to  some  of  the  .doctrines — One  es- 
pecially on  the  sinners'  new  birth.  I  mean  when  the  sinners  stands 
out  to  himself  wondering  which  is  right.  And,  too,  he  is  watching 
the  conduct  of  the  Christian;  looking  at  their  action  toward  each 
other.  Satan  is  rising  up  in  every  form  to  defeat  the  church.  He  is 
teaching  people  it  is  not  wrong  to  go  to  baseball  games,  moving 
pictures  and  other  earthly  pleasures  on  Sunday  until  the  salt  of 
the  church  has  lost  its  Saving  Power.  Even  the  ministerial  staff  is 
going  in  too  much  for  worldly  follies. 

There  is  one  scripture  which  reads:  "The  Priest  has  erred." 

I  feel,  dear  friends,  that  as  we  have  three  ministerial  and 
deacon  unions  annually  that  we  should  have  one  special  session 
on  each  program  to  study  the  doctrines  of  the  Baptist  church  and 
the  doctrine  of  the  new  birth.  So,  we  as  ministerial  brethren  would 
preach  one  gospel  putting  a  special  aim  at  sin. 

(1)  I  want  to  recommend  that  a  man  among  us  who  is  in  the 
Johnston  Association  be  appointed  to  give  a  Bible  lesson  in  each 
sitting  of  the  association,  and  union  meeting. 

(2)  A  committee  be  appointed  at  this  session  to  bring  in  a 
man  of  our  group  to  this  teaching. 

(3)  That  this  man  will  be  paid  something  for  his  services. 
(4>  That  each  delegate  will  come  expecting  to  take  a  part  in 

this  Bible  lesson. 

5.  We  ask  each  church  of  this  association  to  support  the  Uni- 
fied Program.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  REPORT 

Religious.  Eductaion  is  as  old  as  the  Jehovah  worship.  The 
struggles  of  the  early  Hebrew  people  show  very  clearly  that  their 
major  motive  was  to  establish  a  certainty  of  the  true  and  living 
God.  Moses  the  greatest  recognized  leader  of  the  Hebrew  pepole 
spent  a  life  of  more  than  a  hundred  years  in  earnest  and  sincere 
endeavors  to  teach  his  people  the  reality  of  and  the  need  of  the 
religion  of  God.  He  gave  his  people  the  Ten  Commandments  which 
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are  the  world's  greatest  religious  code.  They  are  in  themselves  a 
resume  of  all  human  interest. 

Joshua  taught1  religion  by  preceipt  and  example.  He  pointed 
out  the  danger  of  false  pretense  and  singled  out  the  blessedness  of 
sincerity.  He  was  a  man  of  deep  conditions,  .of  study  will  power 
and  uncompromising  decisions.  He  taught  his  people  to  make  an 
immediate  decision  between  Baal  and  Jehovah  worship,  and  at 
the  same  time  declared  his  own  and  his  family's  stand  for  God. 

The  prophet  Elijah  summoned  the  priest  of  Baal  to  a  tryies- 
ing  day  on  Mt.  Carmel  and  when  the  priest  of  Baal  could  get  no 
response  from  Baal  their  god  Elijah  grew  righteously  indignant 
and  slew  four  hundred  of  the  Baal  priests.  It  was  a  crude  and  cruel 
method  of  dealing  with  those  people  who  did  not  believe  in  his  God, 
but  it  was  an  honest  effort  an  Elijah's  part  to  teach  those  people 
the  reality  and  need  of  the  true  and  living  God. 

The  name  of  Jesus  is  synonomous  with  instruction  with  teach- 
ing, with  information.  He  taught  with  authority.  His  themes  were 
of  the  highest  type.  His  philosophy  was  an  abundant  life  in  this 
world  and  the  fullness  of  joy  in  the  beyond.  The  love  of  God  with 
all  thy  heart  and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself  was  the  basis  upon  which 
he  built  his  great  themes.  His  doctrine  is  pregnant  with  the  correct 
standard  of  life,  with  the  proper  interpretation  of  justice,  peace, 
love  and  service.  The  sermon  on  the  mount  is  a  condensed  summary 
of  his  philosophy  of  life.  In  his  final  message  to  his  disciples — he 
said  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  in  the  name 
of  the  Father  and  the  son  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you  and  lo  I  am 
with  you  always  even  unto  the  end  the  world." 

In  this  brief  synopsis  of  Religious  Education  we  find  oursel- 
ves face  to  face  with  the  problems  of  carrying  on.  This  ever  chang- 
ing social  fabric  makes  the  problems  more  complexed.  The  aged 
and  youths  of  these  latter  days  are  much  affected  by  these  con- 
stant changes,  this  making  the  task  of  carrying  on  more  difficult. 
There  is,  however  sufficient  encouragement  to  keep  on  keeping  on 
in  the  promise  "Lo  I  am  with  you  always  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world." 

This  associational  group  is  concerned  about  doing  its  share  of 
the  work  in  Religious  Education.  We  are  renewing  our  strength  and 
rededicating  our  services  to  this  particular  field  of  work.  We  are 
planning  through  the  Daily  Vocation  Bible  Schools  and  the  Teach- 
er Training  courss  for  Sunday  School  worker. 

The  Work  Done  in  Thin  Year 

On  the  fifth  Sunday  in  May  1938  which  was  the  29th,  a  group 
of  the  Sunday  School  Convention  officers  and  pastors  met  in  the 
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First  Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield,  N.  C.  and  worked  out  a  plan 
for  our  Religious  Education  activities  for  this  year.  Among  those 
who  were  present  were:  President  M.  N.  Lewis,  Sec.  John  W.  Mit- 
chner,  Mrs.  M.N.  Lewis,  Mrs.  C.  V.  Todd,  Supt.

Our  association  has  had  many  trying  struggles  in  passing 
through  the  many  changing  conditions,  but  at  all  times  has  success- 
fully stayed  above  the  average.

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CONSTITUTION 
Article  1 

This  convention  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston  District  Bap- 
tist Sunday  School  Convention. 

Article  2 

Its  object  shall  be  to  awaken  and  establish  a  greater  interest

and  regulate  the  means  for  the  support  of  the  Convention. 

Article  4 

The  members  of  the  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  its  min- 
isters, officers  and  delegates,  who,  when  assembled  shall  be  known 
as  Johnston  District  Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention. 

Article  5 

The  officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, recording  secretary,  treasurer,  musical  director,  auditor,  six 
missionaries  and  executive  board  of  seven,  who  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually on  the  second  of  its  regular  sessions;  term  of  officers  to  com- 
mence at  the  close  of  the  session. 

Article  6 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  all  meetings, 
enforce  an  observance  of  the  Constitution;  decide  points  of  order; 
and  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  give  casting1  casting  vote. 

In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  vice  president  shall  pre- 
side. 

Article  7 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recording  secretary  to,  record  the 
proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  Convention,  superintend  the 
printing  of  the  minutes,  and  see  that  they  are  properly  distributed 
among  the  Sunday  Schools. 

A.rtHe  8 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corresponding  secretary  to  corres- 
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pond  with  the  schools  of  this  Convention  and  others  upon  matters 
pertaining  to  Sunday  School  or  Convention  work,  to  keep  a  record 
of|  all  finances  of  the  Convention  and  to  issue  all  orders  upon  the 
treasury  for  disbursement. 

Article  9 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  all  finances  sent 
up  by  the  Sunday  Schools  or  collected  for  conventional  purposes 
during  the  interim  of  its  annual  or  semi-annual  session ;  also  to  pay 
out  none  except  by  order  signed  the  corresponding  secretary  and 
president. 

Article  10 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
treasurer  annally  and  report  to  the  Convention. 

Article  11 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Musical  Director  to  encourage  and 
promote  the  best  music  throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Conven- 
tion and  to  direct  the  music  at  the  sessions  of  the  Conventions. 

Article  12 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  missionary  to  visit  each  Sunday 
School  within  the  year,  and  infuse  new  inspiration  and  new  life  in- 
to the  school.,  to  confer  with  the  superintendent  and  teacher  on  the 
best  plans  and  methods  of  conducting  Sunday  School  work ;  to  or- 
ganize new  Sunday  schools  wherever  practicable  and  beneficial, 
and  to  assist  in  the  purchase  of  Bible  lessons  and  such  literature  as 
will  tend  to  help  the  schools  and  the  pupils  to  acquire  a  greater  and 
more  useful  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Article  13 

It  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  executive  board  to  have  control  and 
supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Convention  during  the  interim  of 
its  annual  and  semi-annual  sessions  to  make  such  appromotions  for 
to  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  convention,  and  to  carry  out  ef- 
fectively the  purpose  outlined  in  articles  two  and  eleven. 

Article  14 

The  basis  of  representation  shall  be  ten  cents  per  capita  and 
one  dollars  auxiliary,  to  be  sent  by  representative. 

Article  15 

Any  Sunday  School  wishing  to  become  a  member  of  the  organ- 
ization may  do  so  be  presented  in  writing,  at  any  annual  meetings, 
in  petition  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  article  fourteen. 
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Article  16 

The  Convention  may  invite  visiting  brethren  to  seats  in  the  as- 
sembly and  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  and  rights  of  the  Con- 
vention, save  voting. 

Article  17 

The  annual  session  of  the  Convention  shall  nleet  Saturday  be- 
fore the  fourth  Sunday  in  July  and  the  semi-annual  session  during 
the  week  before  the  fourth  Sunday  in  November  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  each  year. 

Article  18 

An  person  or  persons  who  are  in  good  standing  in  their  Sun- 
day schools  may  become  annual  members  of  this  Convention  by 
payment  of  fifty  cents. 

Article  19 

Those  who  assisted  in  the  organization  of  this  convention  are 
life  members,  and  other  persons  wishing  to  be  life  members  may  be- 
come such  upon  payment  of  one  dollar  at  an  annual  session  of  this 
convention. 

Article  20 

The  Convention  shall  retain  a  membership  in  the  State  Mission- 
ary Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention  and  be  represented  annual- 
ly in  this  Convention  of  Sunday  School  Workers.  K 

Article  21 

The  president,  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  tlie  executive  board. 

Article  22 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  present  members  at  any  annual  meeting.

Constitution 

Article  1.  This  convention  shall  be  known  as  the  Johnston 
District  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  Convention. 

Article  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  create  and  promote  a  greater 
awakening  among  the  young  people  of  the  study  of  the  Bible,  and 
inculcate  deeper  religious  principles  in  the  minds  of  both  young  and 
old,  that  they  may  be  stirred  to  greater  christian  activity;  and  to 
help  faithful  weak  churches  within  its  jurisdiction  and  give  such 
aid  to  other  religious,  charitable  and  benevolent  causes  or  institu- 
tions as  this  convention  or  Executive  Board  may  deem  wise  and 
fitting. 

Article  3.  This  convention  shall  have  advisory  oversight  of  all 
B .  Y .  P .  U . 's  composing  its  membership,  organize  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s 
and  advise  as  to  the  regulation  of  the  ways  and  means  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Article  4.  The  members  of  this  Convention  shall  be  composed 
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of  its  officers  and  delegates,  who,  when  assembled,  shall  be  known 
as  the  Johnston  District  Convention. 

Article  5.  The  officers  of  this  Convention  shall  be:  President, 
Vice  President,  Recording  secretary,  Corresponding  secretary, 
Treasurer,  Auditor,  Executive  board  of  five,  and  nine  missionaries 
all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  biennially,  with  the  exception  of  the 
missionaries,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president. 

Article  6.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  session 
of  the  convention  each  two  years.  Nothing  contained  in  Article  5 
shall  be  so  interpreted  or  misconstrued  as  to  disqualify  any  officer 
of  being  eligible  to  term  of  office  to  begin  at  the  close  of  sessions. 

Article  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  all 
meetings,  decide  points  of  order  in  case  of  vote  use  his  discretion 
which  shall  be  final.  In  the  absence  of  the  president  the  vice  pres- 
ident or  his  appointee  shall  preside. 

Article  8.  It  shall  be;  the  duty  of  the  recording  secretary  to 
minute  the  proceeding  of  each  session  of  the  convention  and  other 
duties  connected  with  the  office  of  the  recording  secretary. 

Article  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  all 
finance  sent  for  the  convention,  all  purposes  during  the  session  or 
between  sessions  and  pay  out  none  except  duly  authorized. 

Article  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  board  to  have 
control  and  supervision  of  the  convention  during  the  interim  of  the 
annual  session,  making  appropriations,  and  to  carry  out  effective- 
ly the  purposes  outlined  in  Article  two. 

Article  11.  The  annual  session  of  the  convention  shall  begin 
10  A.  M.  one  day  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Johnston  dist.  Bap- 
tist Sunday  School  Convention  at  the  specified  time  and  place. 

Article  12.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
two-third  majority  of  members  present  at  any  session.
